Sugar and Strife 



It often amazes us that we can wake 
up in the moniing to the sound of an ultra- 
new alarm, drink coffee from a .silc.x, eat 
toast from a shiny pop-up toa.stcr, tiicn 
turn on a modoin radio, only to hear a 
news broadcast that sounds like a liistory 
lesson of a bygone age that we had hoped 
was lost in the past. 

We couldn't help fccllnfr just that way 

— amazed* — wlien we heard, on a bright 
fall day in tlic century when lliê British 
Empire is supposed to be undergoing a 
metamorphosis into an undefineablc Com- 
monwealth, that u secret order has been 
issued by the British Colonial Office, a 
sleek gunboat liad steamed towards the 
South American colony of British Guiana, 
and a si.x-month old constitution had been 
repealed. Disraeli, Gladstone, and Kipling 
couldn't have done a smoother job. 

From the strictly legal point of view, 
there was nothing wrong in the British 
action. The constitution rested for its valid- 
ity on the power of the U.K. parliament, and 
it was taken away by the Colonial Office 
through the legal power given it by that 
august body. 

But there are more aspects to this act- 
ion than the strictly legal one. Because 
the current trend of western political 
thought is still swinging: towards freedom 
for all colonies, Britain has to liave good 
reasons for an act that superficially can 
only be one of reaction. It is not enough, 
we think, to say that Churchill's Tories 
arc thirsting after the grandeur that was 
Victoria's, as it appears at first glance. 

However, in keeping with the whole 
nineteenth century atmosphere" of this 
mood piece, Britain has kept a very dis- 
creet silence about the reasons for its move. 
Like a Byronic hero, Whitehall only hints. 
We are left, then, to examine the hints 
and draw whatever conjectural conclusions 
we can from them, even though there will 
be a 90% chance that we will be wrong. 

According to the newspapers, the con- 
stitution was suspended because the Peo- 
ple's Progi-essivc Party, the constitution- 
ally elected government of British Guiana, 
is communist. 

If they were communi.st, then it v.as a 
grievous fault that had to i)e cured within 
the framework of constitutional govern- 
ment. 

But in this day and ago, it will not do 
simply to label a group red and let public 
opinion do the rest — British disgust at 
the U.S.'s use of this tactic l)ears this out. 

— an overt act of communist activity had 
to be found. The only example that we arc 
given by England is highly illuminating: 
the government, we are told, has encour- 
aged militant trade iinion activity- in the 
sugar fields.

Let's look at the sugar situation in 
British Guinnn and see why sugar cane may 
have been the sticlc with which constitu- 
tional government was beaten: 

There arc 2L sugar estates in B.G. . . . 
.*! companies own 20 of these, with com- 
bined assct.s of over .'!0,000,000 pounds 
.sterling ... 12 of these estates arc owned 
by linoker Brothers, McConncll & Co. . . . 
This company also owns all of the colony'.s 
10 sugar factories ... Of the 1 16 thou.sand 
workers in B.C., 38 thousand work for 
Booker . . . Booker Brothers also owns or 
controls 51 companies in Guiana, the West 
Indies, and Africa, in the plantation, hotel, 
and shipping industries . . . Truly a form- 
idable concern. 

The average wage in the sugar indus- 
try is -lôs lOd a week (approximately .$11), 
and the Guiana Industrial Workers Union 
has set a goal for an increase to the fab- 
ulous sum of (i2s Gd ($15) . . . Workers 
often have to walk four or five miles to 
work at daybreak and back again after 
.sundown ... In a survey of 7,991 homes 
in Georgetown, 2,^109 were found to be ab- 
solutely unfit for human habitation, 5,o0.'i 
were "beyond repair", and only 382 were 
found to be structurally sound. 

We should add, that the other big in* 
tlustry in the colony is bauxite, which is 
almost all owned by Aluminum Company 
of Canada, in turn contrbllcd by the Alum- 
inum Company of America — i.s., the Met* 
Ion interests. ' 

These are the only facts we have to go 
on at this time. They may be highly mis- 
Ictiding as to what has happened. 

Like all facts, they may be interpreted 
in several ways: the terrible conditions may 
have driven the people into the arms of 
the communists; or it may be that the Big 
Interests are trying to regain power in a 
legion where their absolutism has begun 
to slip; or the .answer may even lie in a 
different direction. 

One thing is clear, the fault lies direct- 
ly with British policy both for allowing 
this kind of exploitation to exist, and also, 
for this autocratic solution. 

A communist government (if the P.P.P. 
is communist) i.s that last thing we want 
in the western liemispherc — but if one 
does emerge through constitutional means, 
we must fight it within that framework, 
at least until such time as it attempts to 
destroy that constitution. 

It is time that we stop using undemo- 
cratic means to save democracy. It won't 
work.

Slavs. Then the writer says "Tlicso were thr 
ancestors of the modern Itussians." ^Yhat, 
specifically, is meant by "modern Kussianst" 
Does the writer mean Russia's people or thosi 
of her salcllitcst There is a difference. 

Kiev, tho capital of Ukraine, has never 
been a part of Russia. — except in the sense 
of a satellite nation. To prove this point, let 
us turn back the years of time and dig into 
the annals of history to the JSth century. 
During that period we find that the Muscovi- 
tes, as the Russians were originally called, 
were already indulging in cultural atrocities. 
Kxamples of these are common knowledge 
even in this day and age. Yon have all no 
doubt heard of the "genius of Russians" in 
their invention's of cars, telephones, checrlcad- 
erctfes, football and so on ad nauseam. Well, 
in this self-same way, they managed to inror- 
poratc the name and history of a disintegrat- 
ing kingdom to give themselves prestige.
